560  TO  231  FOR  COURT  ADOPT  3-FOLD  CONSTITUTION  NEGATIVE  VICTORY 


During  the  last  two  or  three  months 
the  .topic  creating  the  most  iuterest, 
and  the  most  discussion,  is  the  World 
Court.  iNot  only  on  our  campus  was 
it  such  an  all  important  question,  but 
on  ©very  campus  in  tbo  United 
States.  Never  has  an  .international 
question  aroused  more  iuterest 
among  the  students  of  the  United 
States. 

The  purpose  of  the  intense  study 
was  to  prepare  the  students  to  vote 
whether  or  not  the  United  States 
should  enter  the  'world  court. 

The  voting  on  our  campus  took 
place  Tuesday,  December  8.  Votes 
were  cast  by  all  students  aud  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty. 

The  results  were  560  in  favor  of 
entering  the  Court,  and  231  against 
entering.  These  results  will  be  sent 
to  the  “New  Student”,  a  publication 
for  students,  which  will  inform  Con¬ 
gress  of  tiie  results  of  all  colleges 
which  have  taken  votes. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  information 
will  have  quite  a  bit  of  weight  when 
the  matter  is  thrashed  out  in  Con¬ 
gress.

THE  INDIVIDUAL  IN 

THE  PROGRAM  OF  PEACE 

“Woodrow  Wilsou  gave  the  world 
the  greatest  thought  of  fifteen  hun¬ 
dred  years  when  he  said:  ‘I  had  rath¬ 
er  fail  in  a  cause  that  ultimately  tri¬ 
umphs,  than  triumph  in  a  cause  that 
ultimately  fails;”  and  his  life  gives 
evidence  of  his  complete  belief  in 
that  theory. 

The  individuals  of  the  world,  and 
the  nations  as  a  whole,  crave,  in  a 
most  human  way,  not  ultimate  tri¬ 
umph  but  present  success.  Glutton¬ 
ous  as  they  are,  they  would  have 
fame,  reputation  and  glory  fed  their 
bodies,  their  minds.  True  courage 
is  the  demand  for  lives  sacrificed  to 
a  cause  that  fails.  There  is  a  lack 
of  vision  of  the  success  that  looms 
in  the  far  distance — a  vision  beauti¬ 
ful  in  its  magnanimity:  a  world  pro¬ 
gram. 

A  league  that  involves  nations  of 
the  world,  nations  designated  by 
myriads  of  customs  and  mauners;  a 
league  that  means  peace,  liberty  and 
brotherhood,  cannot  be  secured  in 
a  year  or  iu  a  score  of  years.  There 
are  two  rigid  demands  that  must 
precede  this  final  triumph:  first,  gen¬ 
erations  must  catch  the  Woodrow 
Wilson  vision;  and  second,  those  fol¬ 
lowers  must  possess  the  courage  to 
sacrifice  for  a  cause  that  cannot  give 
them,  nor  their  children’s  children 
the  final  success  that  is  desired. 

Nationalism  pulls  the  nations  of 
the  world  apartt;  individualism  and 
commercialism  draw  the  nations  of 
the  world  together.

The  Individual  “has  eyes  and 
sees  no-t;”  and  more  than  that  he 
does  not  possess  the  courage  that 
belief  demands.

.eilowship  that  is  broad  and  free 
should  he  sought. 

A  pagent  followed,  given  by 
Freshman  Council  girls:  “War  or 
Peace?”  The  speakers  entered  sing¬ 
ly.  First  tihe  Diplomat  gave  hin 

:>inion.  Ho  argued  that  the  United 
plates  was  falling  behind  other  na¬ 
tions,  in  that  our  country  was  not 
acquiring  rich  territory,  that  the 
United  States  had  entered  in  treaties 
but  it  was  uecessary  that  these  be 
supported  by  soldiers  and  money. 

The  Militarist  emphasized  the  fact 
that  the  glory  of  a  nation  is  measur¬ 
ed  by  its  success  in  war.  He  de¬ 
clared  the  soldier's  part  is  a  most  im¬ 
portant  one  for  they  will  be  called 
upon  to  end  war  until  the  end  of 
time. 

The  Financier  insisted  that  the 
wealth  of  a  nation  determines  its 
power.  It  was  said  that  the  United 
Stales  as  a  nation  should  attempt  to 
attain  the  wealth  of  weaker  nations 
so  that  the  pendulum  of  the  balance 
of  power  will  swing  to  America. 

A  strong,  stirring  speech  was 
made  by  the  Propagandist.  The  pa¬ 
triotism  of  America’s  sons  was  pic¬ 
tured  vividly.  The  giving  of  their 
lives  for  their  country.  He  gave  as 
his  philosophy,  “My  country  first, 
right  or  wrong." 

Soldiers  representing  Russia,  Aus¬ 
tria,  France,  Germany,  and  England 
toid  of  their  experiences  in  war. 
Each  declared  his  life  had  been  given 
for  freedom.  Too,  they  were  afraid 
of  criticism,  and  this  forced  them  to 
action  when  summoned. 

The  Student  appeared.  Immedi¬ 
ately  the  question  was  asked,  “Is 
this  what  we  have  done  in  the  name 
of  Him  who  spent  His  whole  life  aud 
personality  opposing  hatred,  greed, 
ancl  hypocrisy?” 

The  Student  then  directed  his 
speech  to  the  Diplomat:  “Woe  unto 
you,  impious  ones,  who  traverse  sea 
and  land  to  make  such  proselytes.” 
j  So  did  criticize  the  Militarist,  Finan¬ 
cier,  Propagandist,  and  Soldiers; 
showing  them  that  their  policy  was 
not  the  law  of  Christ,  Jesus  said. 
“You  must  love  your  enemies  an-.l 
help  them.  You  must  lend  to  them 
without  expecting  a  reward.”
